These  were  just 
a  few  of  the  signals  that 
let  everyone  know  that 
Sweet  Briar  Season  had 
begun.

Founders'Day 


In  the  fall,  about  a  month  after  classes  have  started,  the 
entire  student  body  and  the  faculty  gather  together  to  cel- 
ebrate the  founding  of  Sweet  Briar  College.  Founders'  Day 
is  a  time  for  everyone  to  look  back  at  the  past  and  to  celebrate 
the  future.  It  is  also  a  time  of  beginnings.  The  freshmen  are 
participating  in  their  first  event  as  Sweet  Briar  students  and 
the  seniors  are  wearing  their  robes  for  the  first  time.  Tradi- 
tionally, the  main  part  of  Founders'  Day  is  the  procession  up 
to  Monument  Hill.  At  the  cemetery,  a  prayer  is  said  for  the 
founders  and  flowers  are  placed  on  the  graves  of  Daisy  and 
her  family. 

This  year  the  festivities  were  changed  a  little  bit.  It  was 
the  dedication  of  the  new  wing  of  the  Guion  Science  Center 
which  changed  the  normal  order  of  events.  This  year  the 
Sweet  Briar  community  gathered  inside  the  chapel  for  the 
convocation  of  Founders'  Day  and  the  Founders'  Memorial 
dedication.  Afterwards,  the  procession  to  Guion  Science 
Center  was  led  by  the  bagpipers  with  the  seniors  and  their 
chosen  sophomores  or  freshman  following. 

At  Guion. the  Samuel  E.  Upchurch  Wing  was  dedicated  by 
President  Hill  along  with  Ann  Samford  Upchurch  '48  and 
her  family.  The  sons,  daughters,  and  grandchildren  of  Samuel 
Upchurch  were  also  present  to  witness  the  speeches  that 
marked  his  contributions  to  the  community  and  the  nation. 
Ann  Samford  Upchurch  and  Professor  Susan  Phiepho  both 
gave  speeches  telling  what  this  building  and  its  dedication 
meant  to  them.  The  speeches  were  followed  by  tours  of  the 
new  science  classrooms  and  demonstrations  of  some  of  the 
equipment  that  Sweet  Briar  has  for  its  students. 

Many  students  stayed  at  Guion  to  see  the  new  classrooms 


and  the  demonstrations  the  professors,  and  some  of  their 
students,  provided.  Professor  Calle  showed  sunspots  to 
interested  observers  outside  the  main  building, and  there  was 
a  demonstration  of  the  electron  microscope.  Students  could 
be  seen  all  afternoon  wandering  through  the  halls,  snack  or 
drink  in  hand,  seeing  what  there  was  to  see.  The  pin-covered 
robe  of  a  senior  was  a  familar  sight. 

The  seniors  could  also  be  seen  taking  pictures  with  their 
friends  on  the  lawn  outside  of  Guion.  This  was  the  last 
Founders'  Day  that  they  would  celebrate  together.  When 
they  had  lined  up  outside  of  the  chapel  before  the  festivities 
started  many  seniors  seemed  surprised  to  find  that  their  final 
year  at  Sweet  Briar  was  already  here.  Founders' Day  was  the 
first  offical  occasion  where  the  seniors  would  be  seen  as  a 
class.  It  had  been  only  three  years  ago  that  they  had  first 
witnessed  this  ceremony  for  the  first  time.  As  they  had 
followed  the  sound  of  bagpipes  towards  Guion  with  their 
chosen  sophomores  walking  beside  them,  the  feeling  that 
this  was  the  start  of  a  wonderful  new  year  could  be  sensed 
everywhere. 

As  the  afternoon  progressed,  small  groups  of  seniors 
could  be  seen  making  their  way  up  the  hill  to  pay  their 
respects  to  Daisy  and  her  family.  Even  though  the  traditions 
of  the  past  had  been  altered  for  the  special  dedication  at 
Guion,  the  meaning  behind  Founders'  Day  was  not  lost.

Singing  in  Tune 


A  tradition  that  took  place  this  fall  was  step  sing- 
ing. This  event  was  sponsored  by  the  SGA.  Jodi 
Szuszczewicz  conducted  the  singing  because  she 
was  the  president  of  SGA.  Each  class  had  to  come  up 
with  original  songs  to  sing  to  the  other  three  classes 
and  to  their  own  classs.  The  songs  were  suppose  to 
be  "clean"  and  appropriate,  but  some  songs  were  not. 
Many  songs  were  to  the  tunes  of  popular  songs,  but 
the  words  were  changed  by  class  members.  This 
year  the  freshman  used  the  tune  of  "Like  a  Virgin" 
for  their  class  song.

"Do  Right  and  Right  Will  Follow" 


These  were  the  words  taught  to  Dor- 
othy Jones  Sales  by  her  father,  SterHng 
Jones;  repeated  over  and  over  from  the 
time  she  was  Httle  until  he  died  at  the  age 
of  84.  And  these  are  the  words  Dorothy 
Sales  has  lived  by  all  her  life. 

If  you  ask  Dorothy  who  is  the  person 
she  most  respected  in  her  life,  she'll  an- 
swer without  hesitation:  "My  father,  who 
was  an  all-around  good  man." 

Dorothy's  father.  Sterling  Jones,  worked 
at  Sweet  Briar  before  the  college  even 
existed,  helping  to  fire  the  bricks  used  in 
the  early  buildings.  Then,  a  f  ter  the  college 
opened,  he  worked  on  campus  until  his 
retirement  in  1958. 

Sterling  Jones  was  greatly  respected  by 
all  who  knew  him.  Dorothy  compares 
him  to  former  President  of  Sweet  Briar 
College,  Dr.  Harold  B.  Whiteman.  Like 
the  President,  her  father  had  great  dignity 
and  would  greet  everyone  he  met  with  a 
courtly  bow.  When  you  hear  Dorothy  talk 
about  her  father,  it  is  easy  to  see  how  she 
was  able  to  become  the  woman  she  is 
today. 

Dorothy  Lee  Jones  was  born  May!  5, 
1924,  the  second  of  two  children  born  to 
Aurelia  and  Sterling  Jones  in  a  two-room 
log  cabin  behind  the  President's  house. 
When  she  was  four  months  old,  she  moved 
with  her  mother,  father,  and  older  sister, 
Louise,  to  Cool  well  Road.  Both  her  par- 
ents always  worked  at  Sweet  Briar,  but 
Aurelia  only  worked  part-time  until  her 
children  were  old  enough  for  school. 

Dorothy's  summers  were  spent  at  Sweet 
Briar.  When  she  was  twelve,  she  helped  a 
favorite  professor,  Ms.  Belcher,  wash 
bottles  in  the  Chemistry  lab.  Her  four- 
teenth summer  found  her  hard  at  work  for 
many  of  the  professors,  including  Sociol- 
ogy Professor  Bell  Beard,  for  whom  Dor- 
othy was  to  work  for  the  next  thirty-two 
years. 

As  a  young  woman,  Dorothy  often 
spent  her  work-breaks  listening  to  lec- 
tures on  Anthropology  and  English  on  the 
steps  outside  the  open  windows  of  her 
favorite  classrooms.   She  was  fascinated 


by  the  d  if ferences  between  the  many  races 
of  the  world,  but  also  with  the  good  to  be 
found  in  every  culture.  Later,  after  visit- 
ing Psychology  classes,  which  she  found 
just  like  Bible  studv,  she  commented,  "You 
can  read  great  things,  but  it  is  great  to  hear 
them  explained." 

In  1945,  Dorothy  Sales  went  to  work 
full-time  at  the  Book  Shop  where  she  re- 
mained until  her  retirement  on  May  15, 
1994,herseventieth birthday.  In  f987,she 
was  honored  by  The  Virginia  College  Book 
Store  Association  as  the  most  outstanding 
college  book  shop  employee  in  the  state  of 
Virginia. 

Dorothy's  greatest  contribution  to 
Sweet  Brair  College  came  during  her  Book 
Shop  years,  where  she  assisted  thousands 
of  students  through  their  four  years  of 
"toil  and  pain."  She  was  always  there  to 
help  them  find  the  textbooks  and  the  sup- 
plies they  needed.  Visiting  alumnae  al- 
ways came  into  the  Book  Shop  to  see 
Dorothy,  because  no  visit  would  be  com- 
plete without  seeing  her  happy  face  and 
hearing  of  her  latest  adventures.  She  could 
carry  on  conversations  with  all  profes- 
sors, staff,  and  students,  delighting  them 
with  her  wisdom  and  warm  sense  of  hu- 
mor. She  was  always  completely  familiar 
with  the  Book  Shop  inventory,  and  she 
added  that  special  touch  to  gifts  with  her 
famous  Sweet  Briar  Bow.  Dorothy  brought 
real  joy  to  the  Book  Shop,  starting  out 
each  day  on  a  happy  note.  She  is  a  strong 
self-confident  woman:  a  leader  in  her 
community  and  church,  and  devoted  to 
her  family  and  friends.
